MOTORMAN KNOCKED UNCON¬ 
SCIOUS BY COLLISION WITH 
TRUCK WHICH PUTS BRAKES 
OUT OF COMMISSION. 

A. G. Johnson, Vincent Kraus and 
Jack Phillips, three of the men injured 
in various collisions between a run¬ 
away southbound San Mateo car an<| 
trucks along the highway, were re¬ 
turned to their several homes in San 
Francisco within a few hours of the 
accident after being treated at the 
South San Francisco Hospital. 

Johnson's right ear was torn off, his 
scalp lacerated and he was suffering 
with concussion of the brain. The 
injuries of Kraus and Phillips were 
minor, Kraus having sustained a 
sprained wrist and Phillips lacera¬ 
tions of the thumb and wrist. 

David Noce, a truck driver entr 
ployed by the Cuneo ranch at Colma, 
was instantly killed in the accident 
when thrown from the truck and 
landing on the ground on his head. 

Others injured by the runaway car 
were: 

G. Tlvvlonl, "vegetable gardener, 
Colma; bruised and cut by flying 
glass. 

Moturman Dan M. Lathlm, Ocean 

View; knocked unconscious by im¬ 
pact of collision. 

G. Beezone, 550 Green street; scalp 
badly cut when he leaped from run¬ 
away car. 

The accident occurred on Tuesday, 
shortly after 2 o’clock. Coming down 
the hill about half a mile from Daly 
City, Motorinan Lathlm lgst control of 
the brakes and the car hit the truck 
driven by Johnson. He and Witt, 
owner of the truck, were knocked 
from their seat to the ground. 

The impact of the collision threw 
the motorman back into the smoking 
compartment of the car, unconscious, 
and continuing down hill the car 
struck a fertilizer truck driven by 
Noce at School street and Mission 
| road. 

Noce was thrown to the ground, 
landing on his head. Ho was in¬ 
stantly killed. In the meantime the 
Johnson truck, also running away, 
struck a Standard Oil automobile and 
another truck, but no one was injured 
in these collisions. 

Tivvioni and Phillips, both pas¬ 
sengers on the street car, were cut 
and bruised, but their injuries are not 
regarded as serious. Beezone, another 
passenger, jumped from the car and 
landed on his head. 

Conductor Jones, who stopped the 
runaway street car when the motor- 
man was knocked out of action, said 
that the impact of the first collision 
put the hand brakes out of commis¬ 
sion. Lathlm was trying to use the 
hand brake when the air refused to 
work and the car got away from his 
control, starting the series of col¬ 
lisions. 

According to news received by his 
family. Sergeant William Hyland is 
expected to arrive home from over¬ 
seas service some time this coming 
week.

During the world’s war, aside from 
a few “regulars,” the aviation section 
of the navy was manned by “reserv¬ 
ists.” These reservists must, by law, 
now be released, and in the future the 
great developments in this branch of 
the service will be entirely in the 
hands of officers and men of the regu¬ 
lar service. 

The Navy Recruiting Service has 
received instructions to accept se- 
servists of class five (aviatio^) who 
are now on inactive duty and desire 
to join the regular navy for duty as 
aviation mechanics for enlistment as 
“apprentice seamen,” and immedi¬ 
ately advance them to the rating in 
which they were confirmed in the re¬ 
serve force. They may not be given 
a rating higher than that in which 
they weye confirmed, nor shall any 
man who was not confirmed in his 
rating be enlisted in any other than a 
first enlistment rating. However, men 
who were not confirmed in rating 
prior to their release from active duty 
are assured that they will be given 
an opportunity at the ’earliest date 
practicable to qualify by examination 
for the rating which they held, but in 
which they had not been confirmed at 
time of release from active duty. 

Men who have not previously served 
in the regular navy or naval reserve 
force may be enlisted as “apprentice 
seamen for aviation mechanics.” Such 
men, if they so desire, will be trans¬ 
ferred immediately upon enlistment to 
the training station, Great Lakes, for 
instruction in aviation mechanic 
school. If such men do not desire 
instruction there, they may be sent 
directly to any naval air station they 
may express a preference for.

VISCOUNTESS CURZON 


FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAUS 
ARE ASSISTING MANY WOMEN 


Women ought to know what the 
United States Employment Service 
means to them. . A great many . thou¬ 
sands do know, but they are, for the 
most part, the women who live in 
cities where the service has an office, 
where the service has an office. 

In these cities a woman has-only to 
go to such an office and tell the 
trained and sympathetic women in 
charge that she wants work. Her ap¬ 
plication may be filed at. once for 
work in her home city. Or if slnf has 
had special training, her application 
may be referred to the offices of every 
State. When a position is found for 
her, no charge is made either to her or 
to the employer. 

But more offices should be estab¬ 
lished. Many women who might avail 
themselves of the help of the organ¬ 
ization if an office were located in 
their own communities,. do not place 
faith on the letter-writing plan. They 
want to see immediate action. So, in 
order to give to the United States Em¬ 
ployment Service the full capacity for 
service of which it is capable, public- 
spirited women of the country should 
take up this work, and see that offices 
are established and kept in their own 
home towns. The Federal Employment 
Bureau is on the second floor of the 
Chronicle building. 


Both vegetables and fruits supply 
the body with iron 


lime and other 
mineral matter, and some protein and 
body fuel as well as mild acids. They 
are particularly necessary in the diet 
of children. They should be served 
at least once a day, a^ they help to 
keep the bowels in good condition. 
Vegetables may be used as flavoring 
for soups and stews, may be added to 
milk or meat stews, or served with 
meat gravy. If gravy is used, do not 
have it too fat nor make it with 
scorched fat. 

Young children may be given the 
young and tender parts of celery and 
lettuce, a satisfactory way of serving 
them being in the form of sandwiches. 
For this purpose salt slightly and 
chop or cut the celery into small 
pieces. 

Vegetables Need ('leansing. 

Wash all vegetables with great care, 
whether served raw or cooked. Scrub 
large vegetables, such as potatoes and 
carrots, with a brush. Greens should 
be washed leaf by leaf under running 
water, or in a large amount of water, 
until free from grit and visible dirt. 
In the latter case any sand which 
clings to them is likely to sink. To 
prevent it from again getting on the 
vegetables lift them from the water 
instead of pouring the water off. 

Serve most vegetables when cooked 
as a separate dish either steamed, 
boiled, baked or stewed. If the sup¬ 
ply of fresh vegetables is r.ot gener¬ 
ous, use with them the juice in which 
they are cooked, as far as possible, or 
put it into soups or stews. ' 

Experience has shown that vege¬ 
tables, particularly green vegetables, 
are at their best when cooked until 
tender, but not until completely wilt¬ 
ed. Spinach requires from twenty to 
thirty minutes’ cooking. 

Vegetables may be served either 
quite simply seasoned with salt or 
with a little milk, cream or butter, to 
improve qr vary the flavor. Oil may 
be used to dress greens instead of 
butter. These simple methods are bet¬ 
ter for children than complicated ones 
like frying or scalloping. For the 
smallest children, chop finely such 
vegetables as greens, and if the 
tougher portions of other vegetables, 
such as the skins of green peas, are 
found to disagree with a child, re¬ 
move them by putting the cooked 
vegetable through a sieve. Do not 
give small children such vegetables 
as raw radishes or cucumbers, which 
might easily be swallowed in large 
pieces and not digest well. 

Benefits From Fruits. 

Fruits are also very important in 
the child’s diet. They supply mild 
acids, and are important for their 
flavor, for their laxative effects, and 
no doubt for other reasons. This lax¬ 
ative effect is well recognized in the 
very general use of prunes, orange 
juice and apples. Fruits, like the 
vegetables, have mineral eleemnts 
which the body requires. Serve fruits 
in some form at least once a day. In 
general, follow the same rule as for 
vegetables, have mineral elements 
they should be served. 

Fruit juices and the pulp of cooked 
fruit, baked apples and pears, and 
stewed prunes, for example, are 
safest for children. Whether the
